section 2, of the Liquor License Or- | 
dinance, as follows: 

No sale or other disposal of liquor | 
shall take place in any neensed place | 
within the limits of a polling sub- 
division en any polling day for the 
election of a member toe the Legis- 
lative Assémbly or any municipal 
elections or any day in which a vote 
in accordance with the provisions of 
this Ordinance is being taken from or | 
after the hour of six o'clock in the) 
morning of the said day until the; 
close of the poll; or at or during any 
time when by law in force in’ the 
‘Territories or by-law in force in the | 
municipality wherever such place or 
places ig ue are or may be situated 
the same or the bar room or bar 
rooms thereof ought to be kept 
closed.” 

This is the only legislative enact- 
ment on the statute book of the pro- 
vince regarding the closing of bar 
rooms-on the day of any election 
within the province. The only refer- 
ence in the Alberta Elections act re- 
garding bar rooms is that no polling 
booth may be situated in a building 
in which a bar also is located, The 
Direct Legislation act, under the pro- 
visions of which the praposed ‘liquor 
act’ or prohibition act {s brought be- 
fore the people, is silent on the sub- 
ject; and the liMior act itself has 
nothing to say With regard to It. 

It is plainly the Intent of the Li- 
quor License Ordinance that bar 
rooms be closed on all election days 
within the province, but at the time 
that Ordinance was draftec the Direct 
Legislation act had not been thought 
of, and no provision was therefore 
made for plehiscites Kine place un- 
der its provisions. .,Phe question is 
one which seems’ to have been unin- 
tentionally overlooked by those who 
drafted the proposed “liquor act.”

Particulars of 
his death have been received in a 


letter to PP. Siles from CC. A. McHale, 
a member of the 101st, and now con- 
nected with the 4th battalion, Ist 
Canadian division, British expedi- 
tionary force, in France, 

Writing from Belgium under date 
of June 29th, he says: “Ll suppose you 


heard that quite a while” back ‘Bill 
Smith was killed, When found he 
Was near a Johnson hole, and there 


probably killed by concussion.” 


Smith's home was in Montreal, 
where he has a sister living, but he 
came to Edthonton from Winnipeg. 

In the same letter is told of the 
wounding of another Edmonton man, 
W. Coholan, who previous to entlist- 
ment Wis an employe of the Yale ho- 
tel. The writer says: “A few days 
ago Bill Coholan stopped a bullet with 
his jaw and received a nasty wound. 
He was with the third battalion, 
having come with the last draft in 
May."

Less than four months later, after 
weeks in the trenches, at Ypres, only 
thirty-seven of those eleven hundred 
men were known to remain alive: and 


they are prisoners in the great = mili- 
tary camp here, 
Overpowered by the gases wafted 


toward their positions, deserted = by 
colored troops supposed to come to 
their support, all but decimated by the 
German ifire, the band of four non- 
commissioned officers and 33 privates 
were casy prey, Before they regained 
consciousness they were in captivity. 
The thirty-seven at Goettingen hope 
that some of their brave regiments 
may have escaped and may still be 
fighting, but they do not believe it 
They were on the outskirts of the gas 
column that swept over the trenches, 
and they escaped with their lives be- 
cause they did not have to breathe the 
poisonous fumes in their full strength. 

Many of them have as yet not been 
able to establish communication with 
their families in far off Canada. and 
are not sure whether mothers, wives 
and sisters know Chat they have es- 
caped death.

The men portray the tight at Ypres 
as one of indescribable horror; they 
chafe at the confinement and the lack 
of assurance that England is winning. 
They express in varying degrees sur- 
prise that the Germans are not the 
“barbarians” they had believed them 
to be. Those who are the least un- 
bappy are the ones who are able to sit 
back, contident that England is going 
to win and that this can’t last for ever, 

Aside from the Fifth Royals, the 
Canadian troops now imprisoned at 
Goettingen belong to the 48th High- 
landers, of Torontyv, and the second 
Buffs. There ave 135 of the former left 
out of the original 1,100 and jess than 
that number of Buffs. 

Report Is Doubted, 

Montreal, July 15—The “Fifth Roy- 
als” referred to are probably the Kitth 
Royal Highlanders of Montreal, who 
comprised the Thirteenth battalion, 
Canadian expeditionary force. 

The dispaten feom Goettingen caus 
ed considerable surprise when first rc 
ceived here. Casualties reported froth 
Ottawa have not been anywhere near 
the mark quoted. The adjutant-gener- 
al's department at Ottawa was com- 
municated with and officials there 
characterized the story as part of the 
pro-German propaganda, and scoffed 
at the losses credited to the Fifth 
Kkoyals by the Germans.
